Peoj)le  are  be^inninjr  to  realize  more  and  iiiorc  tlio  iiii|iortaiU'e  of 
Home  Economies  in  the  High  School  cunicuhiin.  In  the  past,  girls 
were  supposetl  to  know  all  abont  the  management  of  a  home  and  the 
care  of  a  family  purely  by  instinct,  aided  by  what  they  could  learn  from 
busy  mothers.  Consequently,  many  bitter  experiences  had  to  be  pass- 
ed through  when  they  came  into  hojucs  of  their  own.  The  business 
man  sees  to  it  that  he  is  fitted  for  the  work  he  is  to  undertake,  so 
why  should  not  the  home  maker  V)e  fitted  for  her  work  also? 

The  department  of  Home  Economics  in  Goshen  High  School  is  en- 
deavoring to  give  just  such  a  firm  foundation  upon  which  the  business 
of  the  home  making  may  be  based. 

In  this  department,  the  food  jiroblem  is  one  of  tlie  most  difficult  and 
important  ones  with  wiiich  we  iiave  to  contend  liecause  it  is  so  vital 
to  tlie  welfare  of  the  family.  Tiiis  does  not  mean  just  the  providing 
of  palatable  things  to  eat  and  the  keeping  of  the  cost  within  ones  in- 
come. It  means,  in  addition,  the  nutritive  value  of  food  materials,  their 
composition  and  digestibility,  the  balanced  ration,  the  proportion  and 
different  food  i>rinci])les  necessary  for  perfect  nourishment  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  involved  in  the  preparation  of  food.  All  of 
this  work  is  accomplished  by  both  the  laboratory  and  recitation  methods; 
in  the  laboratory  by  the  ]>reparation  of  certain  dishes  and  combining 
them  in  balanced  meals. 

However,  "man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone,"  and  there  are  other 
things  a  girl  must  learn  to  do  in  order  to  be  an  efficient  home  maker. 
For  that  reason  the  Art  of  sewing  is  taught.  Here  the  girls  review 
the  founilamental  .stitches  and  apply  them  to  simple  and  useful  articles. 
Patterns  are  studied  and  the  girls  are  taught  to  use  them  intelligently 
by  making  uiulergarn:ents,  sim])le  waists,  and  dresses.  The  stu<iy  of 
textiles,  care  and  rejiairing  of  clothing,  and  to  some  extent,  costume 
design  is  given  in  this  course. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  household  management,  and  the  care  of 
the  home,  although  neither  is  given  as  :i  separate  course  but  is  com- 
bineil  in  the  other  work. 

Throughout  the  course  an  effort  is  made  to  keej)  the  work  as  practical 
as  possible  and  to  correlate  it  with  tlie  home.  In  addition  to  the  work 
done  in  .the  school  laboratory,  the  girls  are  required  to  do  a  certain 
amount  of  home  work  during  the  week.  In  this  way,  they  may  use  the 
knowledge  gained  at  school  thus  fixing  the  principles  well  in  mind  and 
jiroving  the  old  adage  "practice  makes  perfect."

UiiquestiuEably  the  ir.ost  iiuiiortaut  ()))Jei-t  whit-h  uiaiiual  t'aiiiiiijj;- 
work  accomplishes,  is  to  comi)el  tlie^  child  to  think.  Wo  think  in  words, 
in  mental  images,  and  in  emotions.  Of  course,  manual  traininj^  work 
does  not  give  a  command  of  language,  and  lience  does  not  assist  in 
teaching  us  to  think  in  terms  of  words.  It  does,  however,  force  us  to 
create  a  mental  picture  of  the  thing  which  we  desire  to  make,  whicdi 
is  an  ever  more  important  method  of  thought.  It  does  more  than  that, 
however.  It  compels  the  thought  to  he  definite  and  com}dete.  Most 
people  have  only  hazy  and  indefinite  images  al)o.ut  things  which  ought 
to  be  clear  cut  and  e.xact.  For  instance,  they  think  of  a  table  as  con- 
sisting of  only  given  pieces  of  wood,  a  to]i  and  four  legs,  and  the  size 
of  these  parts  are  in  n;ost  cases  very  indefinite.  80  long  as  the  mental 
image  has  a  superficial  and  elusive  resemblance  to  what  they  are  at- 
tempting to  picture,  they  are  satisfied.  Since  they  are  unable  to  cre- 
ate fo.r  themselves  a  definite  and  clear  cut  conception,  their  tlmught 
are  hazy  and  useless.  They  no  more  reseml)]e  the  type  of  mental  image 
which  one  must  have  before  real  thought  becomes  iiossibJe,  than  an 
impressionist  picture  resembles  a  photograph  when  ])roperly  made. 
Manual  training  absolutely  forces  the  pupil  to  imagine  something 
for  himself.  It  forces  him  to  make  his  image  so  definite  and  clear  that 
a  model  can  be  made  of  it.  If  the  gaining  of  this  ])ower  of  visualiz- 
ing something,  and  of  imagining  operations  performed  upon  the  vision 
were  the  only  benefits  conferred  by  manual  training,  it  would  even 
then  be  one  of  the  most  valuable  studies  which  we  have.

Composition  and  Properties  of  Water

Since  water  is  so  iuii)ortant  to  life,  everyone  is,  or  at  least  should 
be  interested  in  its  composition.  But  before  this  can  be  fully  un- 
derstood one  must  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  a  few  chemical  terms. 
An  element  is  a  substance  that  can  not  be  decomposed  by  any  known 
means.  There  are  about  eighty-three  known  elements,  some  of  which 
are  gold,  copper,  carbon,  oxygen  and  zinc.  A  compound  is  a  combin- 
ation of  two  or  more  elements  held  together  by  their  natural  attract- 
ion for  each  other.  The  number  of  these  compounds  is  unknown.  A 
few  compounds  are,  salt,  sugar,  sulphuric  acid  and  water.  A  mixture 
is  a  substance  composed  of  two  or  more  elements  mixed  by  some  me- 
chanical means,  like  shaking  or  stirring.  Examples  of  mixtures  are 
illuminating  gas,  soil,  air  and  many  medicines.  Another  thing  that 
should  be  undei stood  is  that  the  i>roperties  of  a  comjiound  do  not  de- 
pend upon  the  properties  of  the  elements  of  which  it  is  composed. 
For  example,  the  sweet,  white  compound,  sugar,  is  composed  of  three 
elements:  two  tasteless  gases,  hydrogen  and  oxygen  and  the  taste- 
less black  solid,  carbon. 

The  word  water  has  two  different  meanings,  the  chemical  mean- 
ing and  the  ordinary  meaning.  In  the  chemical  sense  water  is  a 
compound  of  hydrogen  and  oxygen  and  nothing  else.  In  the  ordin- 
ary sense  water  is  the  water  of  a  river  or  well,  no  matter  with  what 
impurities  it  may  be  mixed. 

Chemicall}'  speaking,  water  is  a  compound  composed  of  two  parts 
by  volume  of  hydrogen  with  one  part  by  volume  of  oxygen,  or  by 
weight  one   part   hydrogen   with   7.97   jjarts  oxygen. 

Hydrogen,  one  of  the  two  elements  of  which  water  is  composed 
is  a  colorless,  odorless,  tasteless  gas,  tliat  is  mucli  ligiiter  than  air. 
It  becomes  a  liquid  when  the  temperature  is  reduced  -2.17.7  degrees 
Centigrade  or  -4H1.S  degrees  Fahrenheit.  AVhen  set  on  fire  it  burns 
with  intense  heat  but  any  burning  substance  thrust  into  it  is  imme- 
diately extinguished.  Oxygen,  tlie  o.ther  element  of  which  water  is 
composed,  is  an  odorless,  tasteless,  colorless  gas  that  is  heavier  than 
air.  It  becomes  a  liquid  at  -182.0  degrees  C.,  or  -287.2  degrees  F.  It 
does  not  burn,  but  burning  sulistancc  tlunst  into  it  burn  with  nuu-h 
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greater  rapidity.  These  two  eleinonts  coinhine  in  the  ratio  by  vol- 
ume of  1  to  2  to  form  water,  a  substance  liquid  at  a  temperature  be- 
low 100  degrees  ('.  ur  212  degrees  F.,  does  not  burn  but  extinguishes 
fire  and  has  great  jiower  to  dissolve  otlier  substances. 

Water  is  one  of  the  most  necessary  comi>ounds  known.  It  consti- 
tutes 30  per  cent  of  tlie  human  body,  :?.l.!)  |)or  ctMit  of  whciit  broad, 
73.7  per  cent  of  eggs  and  S7  per  cent  of  milk. 

Water  wlien  cold,  gradually  contracts  until  it  reaches  four  degrees 
('.,  below  this  temiKMature  it  ajjain  expands.  When  a  river  cools 
in  winter  the  surface  grows  denser  and  siidvs,  forcing  up  the  warm- 
er and  less  dense  water  from  below.  This  process  is  kei)t  up  until 
all  the  water  has  reached  the  temperature  of  four  degrees  ('.  After 
this  ]ioint  the  water  on  toji  becomes  less  hea\y  on  account  of  expan- 
sion and  remains  on  top  untiil  (I  degrees  ( '.  is  readied.  This  top 
water  is  the  tirst  to  freeze  because  the  lower  water  has  not  been 
cooled  much  below  four  decrees  C.  on  account  of  the  poor  heat  con- 
ductivity of  water.  Therefore  the  river  freezes  only  to  the  depth  of 
a  few  inches.  If  the  nuiximum  density  were  at  0  dejirees  the  river 
would  freeze  from  top  to  bottom.  When  water  solidifies  (freezes) 
it  gives  off  heat  and  when  it  melts  it  takes  up  heat.  Therefore 
when  ponds,  or  rivers  freeze  they  give  off  heat  and  make  it  seem 
warmer  around  them.  In  spring  when  the  ice  melts  it  takes  up  an 
amount  of  heat  equal  to  that  which  it  gave  off  in  freezing  and  hence 
makes  it  seem  colder  near  a  body  of  water  when  the  ice  melts  in 
the  spring. 

Because  of  the  surface  water  sinking  as  it  cools  in  the  fall,  lakes 
are  said  to  * '  turn  over ' '  and  in  doing  so  bring  many  impurities  up 
from  the  bottom.  Hence  in  cities  which  get  their  water  supply  from 
these  lakes,  urlcss  special  precaution  is  taken,  many  of  these  germs 
get  into  the  vvat(r  supjdy  and  cause  ei>idemics  of  typhoid  fever  and 
other  diseases. 

There  are  three  general  methods  of  purifying  water,  namely:  distil- 
lation, boiling  and  filtration.  The  best  way  is  distillation.  This  method 
consists  of  l)oiling  water  in  one  container,  i)assing  the  steam  that 
conies  from  the  water  into  another  container  where  by  cooling  it  is 
condensed  again  into  water  and  then  catching  the  resulting  water 
in  a  third  container.  Distilled  water  is  chemically  juire  but  is  not 
good  drinking  water  because  all  the  air  has  been  forced  out  of  it,  thus 
giving  it  a  flat  taste.  Hence  it  is  mechanically  aerated  before  using 
for  this  purpose.  The  method  that  can  be  used  readily  at  home  for 
purifying  water  is  boiling.  In  this  method  the  heat  kills  the  greater 
part  of  the  germs,  but  leaves  them,  together  with  much  of  the  min- 
eral matter,  still  in  the  water.  The  boiling  causes  some  of  the  miner- 
als to  be  deposited    in   the   form   of  a   hard   scale  on   the  bottom   of  tiie 
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vessel  ill  which  it  is  liniled.  Boiled  water  tastes  better,  if  it  is 
thorouglily  aerated.  The  tliird  method  is  filtration.  This  method 
consists  of  passing  water  throuf;li  some  porous  material,  as  charcoal, 
saud,  or  porous  clay  ware. 

Water  that  contains  miu-h  mineral  matter  is  called  hard  water, 
while  that  with  little  mineral  matter  is  called  soft  water.  These 
minerals  are  usually  salt  of  magnesium  and  calcium.  While  hard  wa- 
ters are  usually  quite  suitable  for  drink  purposes,  they  are  not  good 
for  washing  or  steam  lioiler  use.  8oap  will  not  produce  suds  with  hard 
water  but  only  a  curd  which  is  a  sort  of  insoluble  calcium  soap.  A 
small  amount  of  a  good  wasliing  powder  such  as  sodium  carbonate, 
borax,  or  sodium  salts  soften  the  water,  and  thus  a  few  cents  sjient 
for  a  good  washing  powder  will  often  save  several  dimes  worth  of 
soap.  When  hard  water  is  used  in  steam  boilers,  boiler  scale  is  form- 
ed resulting  in  a  loss  in  fuel  and  sometimes  causing  explosions.

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varies  somewhat  each  year  and  that  the  faculty  also  changes  from 
year  to  year.  So  it  becomes  necessary  in  order  to  become  familiar 
with  the  High  School,  to  give  a  brief  explanation  of  these  matters. 

The  advisability  of  publishing  a  pamphlet  containing  an  ex^ilanation 
of  the  subjects  offered  and  a  sketch  of  the  character  of  each  and  its 
usefulness,  has  been  considered  by  the  school  authorities.  This  book 
was  intended  esjjecially  for  the  Freshmen  and  the  lower  classes.  This 
has  never  been  done,  although  its  need  is  quite  evident,  for  how  of- 
ten do  we  take  a  subject  without  the  slightest  idea  of  what  it  is? 

For  these  several  reasons,  this  number  has  been  dedicated  to  the 
Faculty.  It  has  been  our  aim  in  this  issu*  to  familiarize  you  with 
several  of  the  newest  and  least  understood  subjects  in  the  school.  We 
will  continue  this  throughout  the  year,  hoping  that  at  the  end  you 
will  have  acquired  some  conception  of  the  subjects  offered  in  the  High 
School.

Landis  and  the  mighty  AVhitmer  respectfully.  As  this  was  their  firsc  year 
at  foot  ball  no  more  was  expected  from  them.

There  is  an  aluidance  of  cx- 
ecHent  naterial  for  a  tennis  team  in  flic  school,  and  if  a  team  is 
organized,  without  doubt,  we  could  secure  games  with  Elkhart,  Mish 
awaka,  South  Bend,  and  even  Gary.  Elkhart  would  be  "soft'"  for  a 
Goshen  team  composed  of  such  men  as  the  Landis  brothers,  J.  Meyers, 
Payne,  or  perhaps  of  some  as  yet  undiscovered  jirodigies  in  the  ranks 
of  the  beginners.  Of  course  if  we  i>layed  South  Bend,  there  would  be 
some  "regidar"  tennis,  as  the  Benders  have  a  large  selection  from 
which  to.  |iick  and  generally  turn  out  a  first  class  liumdi  of  jilayeis. 
Then  if  a  team  is  formed  and  ))lays  other  cities  in  the  N.  I.  .\.  .\.,  the 
Athletic  Editor  thinks  that  it  is  not  at  all  improbahle  that  the  fcl 
lows  making  the  team  would  be  awarded  a  "G"  and  at  least  nniiier 
als  or  a  cross-bar  would  be  offered  as  reward  of  merit.

If 
we  secureil  a  court  of  onr  own.  or  one  of  the  scluxd  courts,  rule.s 
wcudd  he  enforced,  a  captain  elected  and  the  (dd  time  delay  and  crah- 
h\\\>i  oliniinHte<l  as  far  as  jutssihle. 

And  so  all  in  all,  a  word  to  the  wise  is  snITicient.  Think  it  oxer,  and 
if  the  plan  meets  with  your  approval,  fjive  it  your  heaity  support  aiul 
( ooperation    when    the    time    arrives    for    a    meeting    to    he    called.      And 

those    who    are    already    in    favor    of    the    idea    are    urjicd    to    I st    it,
